The Examiner expressed further concern to the definition to the phrase "field converter" and its meaning within the 
specification as to a positive description of the field itself and the properties of the field in which has been changed or 
converted by the apparatus. 

Applicant's representative discussed the invention as directed to the fluid processing device in cooperation with a 
container having an intake and outlet. Applicant's representative pointed out the features of a structural arrangement of 
the material pieces in a hexagonal in a hexagonal configuration within a sealed casing. The examiner noted that if the 
casing in the fluid processor device claims does not define a manner to provide flow to the material piece, a sealed box 
may encompass the sealed casing. 

Also, Applicant's representative discussed the difference of the internal structure and arrangement of the Shearer 
3424437 reference with the offset arrangement as disclosed in the invention. The response will further point out such 
distinction.
